Since in NorthEastern Michigan 
there are many who subscribe both 
directly and indirectly to the mainte- 
nance of The NorthEastern Michigan 
Development Bureau, perhaps a con- 
densed statement as to what the citi- 
zens of NorthEastern Michigan are 
getting for their money through the 
bureau might not be out of place, and 
may be worth something as a coms 
parison when these various other ad- 
vertising propositions are presented 
for consideration. 

Considering both the agricultural 
and the resort advertising, the bureau 
maintains first of all a large amount 
of paid advertising in National mag- 
azines, farm papers, motor maga- 
zines, and newspapers, last year with 
a combined circulation of over four 
million subscribers, this paid adver- 
tising drawing attention to this side 
of the State of Michigan along agri- 
cultural and resort lines. 

The bureau last year issued 40,000 
booklets describing NorthEastern 
Michigan agriculturally, many of 
these books being distributed at the 
permanent agricultural exhibits main- 
tained by the bureau in the Michigan 
Central Passenger Station at Jackson, 
and at the Passenger Station. of. the 
New York Central-at Detroit, Added 
to this was the Real Estate directory 
listing names of many owners and 
dealers, describing the clasg of prop- 
erty which they have to offer to the 
public. For this there is no addition- 
al charge beyond their regular mem- 
bership. 

A Resort Directory or Tourist 
Guide is also published under the 
same policy of no additional charge. 
Thousands of copies of pamphlets on 
special topics are distributed during 
the year. Personal letters are sent 
out from the office to each and every 


person making- inquiry regarding 
NorthEastern Michigan. A great

FORMER GRAYLING CLERGYMAN 
PASSES AWAY: 


Rev. James Ivey, born in Cornwail, 
England, December 7th, 1849; died in 


Seattle, Washington, February 26th, 
1923. 


For several years he was the pastor 
of the Grayling Methodist Episcopal 
church and many who were here at 
that time will have pleasant recollec- 
tions of the sojourn of his family 
among us. 

He is survived by his wife, Elizabeth 
Ann Ivey, Oshkosh, Wisconsin; two 
daughters, Mrs. J. Stanley Long, Se- 
attle, Washington, and Mrs. Alden R. 
Graves, Goodrich, Michigan; his son 
Dr. Paul W. Ivey, Professor of Mar- 
keting, University. of Nebraska; and 
three brothers, Wi H. Ivey, St. Paul, 
Minn; Richard Ivey, Galveston, Texas, 
and Thomas Ivey, Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania. 

The history of James Ivey is the 
story of the rise of a poor boy, deter- 
mined to make a success. The oldest 
boy in a family of five, it was neces- 
sary for him to go to work at the ear- 
ly age of 12. Mining being the chief 
industry, and his father being a miner 
he-began work by his father’s side. 

For four years, a mere slip of a 
boy, he labored from morning until 
night in the damp, cold, musty atmos- 
phere, away from the sparkling sun- 
light and fragrant flowers—the natur- 
al companions of youth. 

At the age of seventeen, his parents 
decided to attempt life anew in the 
New World, and chose the Bruce Mines 
in Canada ag their destination. Here 
James worked for several years when 
the family moved to Marquette, Michi-| 
gan, where James and his two brothers 
secured positions as mechanics with 
the Duluth, South, Short & Atlantic 
Mining Company. 

. But James was not content with 
manual labor. He wanted an educa- 
tion. He decided that he could become 
a salesman, and soon he was selling 
books, among them the “Martyred Life 


of Garfield,” in order to get the neces-

During the summer three clerks or 
stenographers are busy. 

Last year several thousand ‘dollars 
were raised for the advertising fund 
from sources outside of NorthEastern 
Michigan. F 

Much other work in behalf of the 
district is being done and it is not on- 
ly fair but good business judgment as 
well that those who are interested in, 
the future development of NorthEast- 
ern Michigan as well as their own 
personal gain should scan advertising 
propositions which are offered to them 
and compare what is offered with the 
actual work the development bureau 
is giving. 

The big trouble is that the people 
of NorthEastern Michigan do not 
know even a small part of what the 
Development Bureau is doing or has 
done. Perhapé too little money re- 
ceived by the Organization has been 
used in boosting the Organization 
rather than advertising the districts. 

It should be understood that the 
tourist advertising ig carried under 
the name of the Huron Shore Tourist 
Association, 

The bureau thru its officers takes 
an influential part in the actual devel- 
opment of roads, parks, better live 
stock, land clearing and other matters, 
pertaining to the district. Matters 
far beyond the scope of some of these 
other propositiong which do not have 
such an organization as the bureau 
back of them but are built purely on 
money making schemes.

TO DECORATE 32,100 GRAVES 


American Legion Plana for Endow. 
ment Fund to Annually Provide 
_Proper Attention. 

The graves of 32,100 American 
World war heroes on foreign gol] will 
never be forgotten on Memorial day 
vy the American Legion, under the 
plans for an endowment fund to be 
established by the national organiza- 
tion. This fund will be of sufficient 
amount to annually provide for the 
permanent decoration of the graves of 
the dead of the World war, as long as 

the Legion itself shall exist. 
Shortly after the close of the war, 
collection of a million frunes, approx- 
imately $66,000, was made by the Paris 
post of the American Legion, but the 
Income from this amount hasmot been 
found sufficient to do the necessary 
work annually, so that the endowment 
plan has been taken up by the national 
organization and the gual set at $100,- 
000. A 

As a result of the operation of this 
fund, American’ Legion representatives 
will visit the graves of the dead fn six 
different countries on Memorial day 
and see to tt that the grave of every 
soldier, sailor or marine is fittingly re 
membered. The government is main- 
taining these graves in a proper man- 
ner. taking excellent care of the ceme- 
teries and plots. but the Legion con- 
siders that its duty Is te pay direct 
personal tribute to those who gave 
thelr lives to their country, According 
to information given toe the Legion. 
there are 31,400 graves in France and 
Belgium: 488 in England; 140 in Scor- 
land; 40 in Treland, One American 
sailor Js buried In Spain. 

The fund will be ralsed from direct 
coutribudions from Legion pasts and 
members throughout the country, The 
national treasurer of the American Le- 
gion fs authorized to receive either 
contributions of posts or private dona- 
tions.

The military affairs committee of 
the Legion was instrumental in frain- 
Ing the national efense act, which 
bas become a Jaw, and ia considered 
one of the most fmportant pieces of 
work accomplished toward increasing 
the efficiency of the nation.

hour, before gutting, in a solution of 
4 ounces of Corrosive Sublimate in 30 
gallons of water. This stops several 


diseases that are on, or in, the potato 
when planted, and that finally make 
the top die early before the new po- 
tatoes, “bottom out” or fill out~ well. 
Farmers generally call it blight; but, 
it isn’t blight at all. 

Don’t put off this sorting. If you 
wait until snow is gone and pleasant 
weather comes, you won’t half sort or 
treat your seed potatoes. You will be 
crazy busy. You will be hustling 
that manure out, and getting oat 
ground ready, and will hardly know 
which way to turn. And you will join 
that large army of farmers who plant 
untested, common seed, saying: “Oh 
well! I always used to get good crops 
without all this monkey work. I have 
had just as nice potatoes from seed 
no larger than marbles as I ever had.” 

Say, brother! “Them days is gone 
forever.” The farmers. who keep 
| singing that song are the ones who 
never get much satisfaction out of 
farming. Who get just average yields. 
Who never do anytiing very good.

Oats are a scrubby lot here. Most 
of us need new, better seed.

Get the Wolverine. 

Our Agricultural College has devel- 
oped seed oats for light soily and for 
heavy soil, These oats are outyield- 
ing local, common varieties. The 
Wolverine is the kind for our soil. A 
lot of farmers belonging to the Mich- 
igan Crop Improvement Association 
have these for sale. I have a list of 
their names, and where they, live, and 
what they charge for the seed. Use 
your County Agent. Get acquainted 
with him. You might not regret it. 
His services are not for any favored 


few. They are for all. Many a farm- 
er who is crippling along in a lame 
way could be given suggestions that 
would help. 

Better Calves. 

This is peculiarly the season of the 
year when a farmer shows his gump- 
tion, or lack of it. If he has grit and 
gumption he gets good seed corn, seed 
oats, seed potatoes, and leads his cows 
miles if necessary to high-class sires. 
A farmer really reveals his true char- 
acter through the things he stands 
for. He stamps himself as an out- 
standing, upward striving, progres- 
sive farmer if he tries to get and do 
the best. If he stands for scrub seed, 
scrub methods, scrub bulls and scrub 
stock, the world plainly reads that na- 
ture deep seated in the man himself. 

Fellow: farmers, why not say: “If 
anyone does better than I do this year 
or makes more improvement in the 
looks of his place than I do, I'll give 
him a run for his money.”

116,080 FORDS FOR FEBRUARY. 


Shortest Month Brings 
Record. 


Detroit, Mich., Mar. 28,— With 110,- 
080 Ford cars sold at retail! in Feb- 
ruary a new record for the shorty: 
month in the year has been estat 
lished, February sales exeer 
those of January by more than 15.000 
and marked the eleventh month in 
which Ford sales have toppel the 10U.- 
000 tine. Z 

_This sales record bears out prz- 
dictions made at the opening of the 
year that an acute shortage in Ford 
ears is certain and this shortage is 
expected to be felt within the next 
two months with the increased volume 
of car buying which is always atten- 
dant upon the spring months. 

Even the high production schedule 
set at the Ford Motor Company’s fact- 
ory here, which will reach 6,000 cars 
and trucks a day about April 7, will 
be unable to meet the apparent de- 
mand for Ford products. 

Anticipating a great increase in the 
demand for Ford cars during the pres- 
ent year the factory here laid plans 
for increasing production to the 6,000 
car a day schedule and since January 
first had been constantly speeding up 
manufacture to reach this figure. De- 
mand 80 far has been of such great 
Proportions as to absorb nearly all 
Production, and stocks in hands of 
dealers are at present the lowest they 
have been in months, 

February sales of 116,080 cars were 
made in the face of unfavorable wea- 
ther conditions in many-sections of the 
country which tied up freight traffic 
and prevented many deliveries. This 
was particularly true thruout the 
Northwest, the northern tier of states 
and in New England. In California. 
too, cold weather during a part of -the 
month had its effect upon car sales. 

t with even these unfavorable 
comitions, the February sales topped 
those of January by 15 per cent and 
set a new high record for Mid-winter 
selling. 

With February the eleventh month 
in which Ford car sales have gone ov- 
er the 100,000 mark, the total for this 
period is close to 1,250,000 cars. 

Peak car sales. usually are reached 
during the summer months with drops 
in the fall and winter, This feature 
of automobile absorption by the buy- 
ing public has been completely chanc- 
ed during the lant few months thry 
the activities of the Ford dealer or- 
ganization which has raised the “peak” 
line to includes every month in the 
year. ;
